Thetitle of hoy work, but especially of an
historioal work, onght to give some intelligent
ides of the subject. Mri Dixon’s degignation of
his work on the Tower of London ia certainly

- met well chosen, and it appears like a pieve of

sflectation on the part of the author. The
work iteelf is not what is wanted at lhig timse,
on what was to be expected from a writer of
Mr, Dixon’s reputation—s detailed and acen-
rate history of one of the most ancient snd
poetio plles in Europe, the Tower of London.
In hia brief preface the author says: —

"Twenty years a ;o 1 wrote some chapters on
the Tower, eepecialiy on the human interests
which cling aronnd it; and sloce thal bme |
have noted with care such passages in either
the siate papers or printed pooks as threw light
into the ¢ells once occupied by the heroa aud
heroives ot Epglish story. This volume—a
book of identiflention—is the frait of this long-
eentinued research,”

Mr. Dixon's work iaa series of anecdotes
and sketches of the Tower and the people who
have inbabited it, strung together in rather a
looss and inartistio manner. It ia delective
and disappointing a8 a carefully elaborated
historical study, such as we had a rightto
sxpect; but the anecdotes and descriptions are
graphie, and the book is ono of great interest
We give a number of extracts, which wil'
enable our readers to form an idea of the char-
aoter of Mr. Dixon's work, and will doubtless
prove more aceeptable than any extended re-
marks of our own.

bugle, by 'ramp ol soldiets—some echoes, as it
were, of a far-off Lne; some Diuts of s May-day
revel; of astate execution; of & royul eutry.
You may cateb some sound which recalls the
thrum of 8 queen's virgina), the ery ol & vielim
on the rack, the Inngbter ot u bridal feast. For
all these sights avd sounds—tue daunee of love
and the dapee of dealh—wie part ol that guy
and tragic memory which clings around the
Tower,

From the relgn of S8tenhen down to that of
Henry of Richiond, Cisar's tower (the preat
Norman keep, now culled the White tower)
was & main purt of the royal palace; aod tor
that large imterval of tlwe, the story of the
White tower 18 in some sort that of oar Engiish
society as well as of our Enghsh kings, Here
were kept the royal wardrobe and the royul
jewels: and hither came with their goodly
wares the tiremen, the goldsmwiths, the ehasera
and émbroiderers, from Flauders, Italy, and
Almaigoe, Close by were the Miot, the lions'
dens, the old urchery-grounds, the Court of
Kiug's Bench, the Court of Commou Pleas, the

neen's gardens, the rojal bangueting hall; so
that art and trade, solence and manners, 1i’era-
ture and law, sport and politles, Gnd themselyos
equally at home.

INNER WARD AND OUTER WARD.

The Tower was divided into two main parts—
an Ioper Ward and au Outer Ward: the first
gan being bounded by the old wall, crowned

y twelve mural towers; the second part being
bounded by the soll which Iringed the slopes
leading down iuto the ditch. A wmun who
would read aright the many curious passazes
in our history of which tbe sState Prigon is the
scene, must bear this tuct of the two wards con-
stantly in his mind.

The Inver Ward, planued and partly bulil by
the Monk of Buc, was ihe origiowl tortress, of
which the defending ditch iny under the bal-
hum wall, It coninived the keep, the royal
galleries and rooms. the Miut, the Jawel house,
ithe Wardrobe, the Quecn’s garden, St. Peter's
Church, the open green, the Constable’s tower,
the Brick tower, in which the Master of the
Ordoance lived, the Great hall, quarters
for the arcliers aond bowmen, aud, In
Inter days, the Laeutenant’s bhouse, This ward
was flanked aud covered by twelve strong
works, built on ibe wull, avd forming purt
of it; the Beauchamp tower, the Belfry, the
Gurden tower (now fumous s the Bloody
tower), the Hull tower, the Lantern, the Salt
tower, the Broud Arrow tower, the Constuble

In this ward stood the Middle tower, the Bye
